The doctrine of thirty-six principles is an 
essential factor regarding the creation of the Universe. All the schools of Saiva 
philosophy try to be established the theory of evolution of the Universe with the 
help of these thirty-six categories.

The process of creation receives great attention in the Saiva system. The 
Siddhantaschool analyses the Universe into thirty-six tattvas as against the

twenty-five of the Sarhkhya. The VIra-Saiva philosophy accepts twenty-four 
tattvas of Sarhkhya philosophy as well adding twelve more tattvas above 

r 

Sarhkhyatattva and shows how the whole Universe evolves out from Para-Siva. 

The SivaPurana, which conforms the most to the traditional definition of 
the Parana deals extensively with the theory of creation. The world, according to

the Sivapuranais a creation of Siva. Siva is the cause of creation, maintenance 
and destruction of the Universe. Regarding the theory of creation most of the 
Sarhhitas of the Sivapurana is similar, though there are some minor differences 
also. The process of creation described in the Vayavlyasamhita is similar to the 
different schools of Saivism. The thirty-six principles of Saivism are also 
enumerated in this Samhita. 

In the present paper an attempt will be made to throw light on the theory 
of thirty-six tattvas and the evolution of the Universe as reflected in the 
Sivapurana.

32. Cause of Rama’s Return: Comparing the Aparajita-Narada Episode 
in the Jain Ram ft van a Puranas-Paumacariyam, Padma-Carita and 

Paiimacariu

Jain Ramayana Puranas such as the Paiimacariyam, Padma-Carita and 
the Paiimacariu were the first oppositional retellings of the Ramayana in 
Sanskrit, Prakrit and Apabhramsa languages respectively that sought to refute 
the authoritative version of Valmlki's narrative from a Jain perspective. 
Although they were a self-enclosed group and their respective narratives bore 
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a structural similarity, the contents more often than not showed deviations in 
response to the tyranny of the popular plot. 

The paper discusses the nature of this response through a comparative 
study of the portrayal of Kausalya in light of the Aparajita-Narada episode. In 
doing so, it examines the structure and content of the narrative through a 
philological and interpretative analysis. It also seeks to see how the character 
was accommodated into the narrators’ grand scheme of things. 

The research seeks to show that every redactor made a cautious choice in 
terms of innovation and following a tradition. Innovation was aimed either at 
dealing with the authoritative narrative or working on the predecessor’s mistakes. 
Despite modifications in content, the idea of opposition was still strong in the 
form of characterization with minor female characters like Kausalya fitting well 
into the narrators’ ingenious design.

These compositions reproduced a condensed format of 
original Ramayana. The authors have taken the privileges of editions, innovations 
and alterations in their own style and fervour. Madhabakandali, Shankardeva, 
Madhavdeva, Sibendra Dwija, Angom Gopi, LH Pole, Redin Momin contributed 
in this arena. 

North-East exhibits the culture of the Aryan and many Mongoloid 
ethnicities. Through the process of assimilation and adaptation the different 
diversities went through intermingling each other’s culture which resulted 
transmigration of Rama traditions either directly or indirectly. This paper will be 
emphatic on this aspect of the transmigration to popular tales in the north-east.

47. Town Planning and Fortification in Puranas with Special Reference to 

Devipurana 

Sushmita Das 

Educational Institution Efeo, Pondicherry, Affiliated to Pondicherry University 
Devipurana (6 th A.D.; cf. Hazra 1963: 78) is one of the most important 

r 

Purana of the Sakta Upapuranas. Among the different topics dealt in the 
Devipurana , the chapters seventy- two and seventy- three contain detailed 
information about the construction of towns and forts. 

Chapter seventy- two begins with a conversation between Vasistha and 
Brhaspati where Brhaspati briefs that the lord Brahma ordered Visvakarman to 
build cities which are named after a deity. This text gives us information about 
different types of forts and king’s duty towards them. There are four types of forts 
namely, jaladurga, giridurga, marudurga and vanadurga. 

This purana also includes matters related to statecraft; for example, ‘if a 
fort is constructed by a king is not in a good condition and if a strong king attacks 
him, he has only one option to choose either fight with him or do treaty with him’ 
( Devipurana 72: 79). Chapter seventy- three begins with adhodurga, is described 
by Sage Manu. He says that the king should demolish old decrepitude houses, a 
terrace in front of a house, forts etc. He also suggests how to build an artificial 
fort in the bottom of the original fort to preserve things. 

Thus, the details in Devipurana on Town Planning and Fortification 
helps us to understand the architectural features of this period, a less known and 
rather neglected puranic text. 
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48. Mahabharata Mind and Women Sanskrit Poets 
Debabrata Santosh Kumar Chatterjee 

It is an endeavour to trace the origin of love in Rigveda and in Sanskrit 
Poetry especially by women poets and to penetrate into their minds. Naisadiya 
Sukta shows the origin of mind and desire. GHOSHA, the poetess of Rigveda 
elicited the primitive desire found in every woman. Maitreyi stated that Love is 
driven by a person’s soul and further she discussed the nature of Atman and 
Brahman and their Unity. She is one of the pioneers of Advaita Philosophy. 

How can any one marginalizes Gargi in Brihadaranyaka Upanishad? 

We find poetry by women writers in the Sanskrit tradition in classical age. 
Most of them range from earliest time to as late as Fourteenth Century, i.e. advent 
of Islamic influence in society. 

Vijja, Morika, Lakshmi, Shilabhattarika of ninth Century are of eminence. 
Mammatacharya in his Kavyaprakash has immoralised one verse of 
Shilabhattarika. Poetic expression of primitive love affair between a Lass and a 
Lad in a natural scenario of Narmada River and Cane Bush is taken to a new 
height of Divine Love, i.e. Radhabhav by Shri Chaitanya Mahaprabhu on the day 
of Rathajatra at Jagannath Puri in Sixteenth Century. 

Many Historicial Poems i.e. Kavya in Sanskrit were written by women 
poets. Some Kavyas are Madhuravijaya, Varadambika Parinaya, 
Acyatarayabhydaya, Raghunathabhudaya are prominent historical poems 
(kavya). Madhuravijaya of Gangadevi, Raghunathabhuadaya by 
Ramabhadramba on life of Raghunath King of Tanjavur, Varadaambika parinaya 
by Tirumalamba. Tirumalamba has composed this in Champu style. 

Champu is a development of Dravidian poetic form, Champu is written in 
all four major languages of South India. Ramabhadramba was a poetess in court 
of King Raghunatha Nayaka of Tanjavur. She achieved a seat in Sarasvatabhadra 
pitha. Gangadevi was an Andhra princess and the Queen of Kampana of 
Vijayanagar. Gangadevi, Tirumalamba and Ramabhadramba were not mere 
poets, they possessed good knowledge of the history of South India. They dealt 
with historicial personalities of their contemporary period.

7. An Evaluation of Vamana’s Philosophical View on Poetry 

Dr. L. Sudharmany 

Professor, Sankaracharya University of Sanskrit, Reg Centre Thuravoor, Kerala 

Vamana is held in high esteem among the major scholars in the early Indian 
poetics. His Kavyalankarasutravrtti is a very significant work that comes up the 
original ideas and concepts, it is regarded at the earliest attempt at evolving a 
Philosophy of literary aesthetics. Just as Udbhata followed Bhamaha, Vamana 
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followed Dandin. But unlike udbhata, who focused on a single principle for enquiry, 
Vamana attempted to find a way of covering under a single organized whole the 
various principles that had been discussed by his predecessor Dandin. He brings into 
his work an analytic interest to the study of poetry attempting to offer rational 
explanations of principles involved in the subject. Further, he introduces fresh 
concepts and ideas into the theory of poetics. 

Vamana is one of the very early writers on the philosophy of poetry. 
Though Vamana advocates Riti, he also states that Alamkara (Soundarya-alamkara) 
enhances the beauty of Kavya. Vamana said Kavya is the union of sound and sense 
which is free from poetic flaws (Dosha) and is adorned with Gunas (excellence) and 
Alamkaras (ornamentation or figures of speech) Vamana called the first section 
(Adhikarana) of his work as Sarira-adhikaranam - reflexions on the body of Kavya. 
After discussing the components of the Kavya-body, Vamana looks into those 
aspects that cannot be reduced to physical elements. For Vamana, that formless, 
indeterminate essence of Kavya is Riti. 


This paper aims to differentiate Vamana’s philosophy on poetics with his 
contemporaries.

10. Ontology of Dance Movements

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15. A Comparative Study of Sphota and Ecriture 

Vinay Kumar Upadhyaya 

Associate professor, N.A. College, Umred 

The object of this paper is to analyse the different dimensions of Sphota 
and Ecriture. Derrida projects a theory which is somewhat akin to the theory of 
Sphota adumbrated by Bhartrhari and experience. In the Sphota theory thought is 
first generated in the mind of the speaker and when he wants to express his 
thought he takes recourse to word which does have physical structure of its own. 
The same thing occurs in the theory of Derrida.who also differentiates the thought 
from expression, ultimately says that the thought and the expression combine at 
a later stage to constitute and significant word. Bhartrhari projects the theory that 
both the word and the meaning are ideational in character and consequently there 
is the relation of actual identity between the word and the meaning. 

This theory of Bhartrhari is of profound importance not only for the 
linguistic speculations of Indian Philosophers but also for the linguistic theory of 
the entire world, both East and West.

21. Seeing the Soundscape: When the Visual is Made Aural Through Sound 

Repetition 

Bhavi Bhagat 

BA Religious Studies, Global Studies (2019) 

Composers make choices with regards to the content of the music (the 
instruments, the notes, and the lyrics, when applicable) as well as with regards to 
the affect (the combinations of the aforementioned). 

Current scholarship on sound addresses the way in which musical imagery 
concerns the role of the mind’s ear—in that cognitive practices allow sounds to 
be heard mentally and seen mentally (Bailes). I propose to extend musical 
imagery to the address the image recorded and created by the sound; or, exploring 
musical imagery as a production of the mind’s eye. 

In his composition, Fulan ke hindole, Premanand impresses upon the 
mind’s eye the scene of Swaminarayan, his chosen deity, at Hindolo, a festival. 
Through the aural strategy of repetition, the soundscape of the composition, 
comprised of the content and its accompanying affect, depict the visual scape of 
the festival. I argue that the soundscape is a strategic assembly of elements that 
enable memory through cognitive inscription that enables religious memory. In 
this paper, I analyze Premanand’s use of charani sound in order to portray the 
visuals that he describes and thus demonstrate that the content and affect of the 
composition facilitate the cognitive process of memory, which is important to the 
religious practice of smruti, or religious memory. This multi-dimensional and 
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multi-sensory description of a religious event is a means to examining the 
relationship between sound, image, memory, and cognition.

25. Pregnancy Features as Described in Kalidasa's Poetry

Indian eminent poets like Kalidasa, Bhasa, Bana to name a few who were 
well versed in most of all the sastras, brilliantly elucidated the rasas of Kavyas by 
providing beautiful and astonishing examples. They were kind observant of 
intricate details of nature as well as human and human emotions. The outstanding 
description of a beauty of a woman including men, or the emotions and 
sentiments, showed the profundity of their knowledge of poets like Kalidasa 
which can be noticed throughout their masterpieces. We can see in all kinds of 
themes in the indian literature even while depicting the mood of separation 
(viraha) of lovers or the jealousy of a woman or even describing the pregnancy 
features, great poets like Kalidasa has illustrated the very exact emotion what that 
person would feel and experience at that moment and have effectively succeeded 
to evoke rasas in the readers/audience. 
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For my paper, I have selected the features of women pregnancy depicted 
by the great poet Kalidasa in his works. ‘Womanhood’ itself is a wonderful thing 
that too becoming a mother is definitely a precious and incredible moment in 
one’s life. Even though the poet himself is a male, the description of features of 
pregnancy including the changes in mood in a pregnant woman due to pregnancy 
are ardently explained. 

26. Ascharyachoodamani - on kutiyattam stage 
Aparna Parameshwaran 

Asst. Professor, Sanskrit Department, Sree Sankara College, Kerala 

In Indian literature tradition there are a number of different natakas written 
by famous scholars such as Kalidasa, Bhasa, Kulasekhara, Neelakanthakavi and 
so on. Among them Ascharyachoodamani is a unique contribution by a well- 
known Sanskrit scholar Saktibhadran. He was lived in Kerala and 
Acharyachoodamani is considered as the first Sanskrit Drama from South India. 
This work consists of 7 ankas (chapters) namely Parnasalanka, Soorpanakhanka, 
Jatayuvadhanka, Mayasitanka, Asokavanikanka, ankuliyanka and 
agnipravesanka. In any of the other classical contemporary theatres the whole 
play can be performed with in a limited period of time. In kutiyattam, for the 
presentation of the whole text it takes more than 90 days. It is the uniqueness of 
kutiyattam to expand each word maximum by searching the scope for abhinaya. 
Koodiyattam is the Sanskrit dance theatre of Kerala with an antiquity of about 
2000 years. It is traditionally performed in special temple theatres called 
‘Koothambalam’ that exist within the temple complex in select temples in Kerala. 
Koodiyattam was proclaimed as an Oral Intangible Heritage of Mankind by 
UNICEF in 2001. Since the 20th century it is also being taught and performed on 
modern stages outside the temple. The historical and contemporary role of 
women in this art form is unlike any that are seen in other dance or theatre arts in 
India. In this paper iam trying to explain the acting methodology used in 
kutiyattam to present Ascharyachoodamany and how it differs from any of the 
other theatre forms.

31. Study of Kuntaka’s exposition on the theory of language of literature 

Devalina Saikia 

Assistant Professor, Sanskrit Department, University of Burdwan, WB 

This paper aims to study Kuntaka’s exposition on the theory of language 
of literature. Kuntaka in his ‘VakroktijTvita’ establishes Vakrokti as the theory of 
language of literature. The Vakrokti theory occupies a significant place in Indian 
literary criticism and stylistics. The key concept of the theory is that literary 
language is necessarily different from ordinary language both in terms of use of 
words and constitute of meanings. The term Vakrokti is defined by Kuntaka as 
“artistic turn of speech” (Vakrokijlvita 1/10). Vakrokti literally means ‘vakra- 
ukti’, a stylistics concept of deviance (prasiddhabhidhanavyatirekinl). Poetry is 
nothing but artistic use of language. Paul Varley (1961:172), hence, defines 
poetic language as ‘a language within a language’. According to John 
Mukarovsky (1964:27), ‘poetic language is different forms of language with a 
different function form that of the standard.’ The modem critics of literature 
consider that language of literature as a deviant language. Kuntaka much before 
establishes this theory with its different categories which is a useful framework 
for stylistic analysis of literary language in modern context. 

32. The Teacher: The Polictics and Aesthetics of living and being 

Varun Aiyer 

The paper outlines various facets of the notion that is the teacher and goes 
further to posit that in order to bring to life one’s inner being into what can be 
called the ’teacherhood’, which is fundamentally the readiness, Liveness to teach 
every moment of one’s life, one’s living must need transform into a practice. 
Various texts such as the YOga sUtra-s of Patanjali, the sAmkhya kArika-s of 
ISwarakrishna, the Charaka Samhita and some others alike give us an outline of 
an ancient system of education that might have been at once non- linear, dynamic, 
sensitive, skilful, joyous and aesthetic. The paper goes further to refer to these 
instances. 
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33. Some Aspects of Theory of Meaning in Sanskrit Poetics

Sanskrit poetics discuss the theory of meaning in many ways. Poetic 
language differs from common language. Though the literature focus upon the 
worldly life to reveal the feelings, the language is so different. Thus, the relation 
between the word and meaning is also different in poetic world. Anandavardhana 
and Mahimabhatta, the two legends in Indian poetics, discusses the theory of 
meaning in poetic language, but varied in many ways. In this paper I try to reveal 
the ideas of these two scholars with a comparison. 

34. Shrimad-Bhagavad-Gita: A Text of Multiple Positions 

Dr. Rajasi Chakrabarti 

Dr. Sarvepally Radhakrishnan Post-Doctoral Fellow, Dept, of Comparative 
Indian Language and Literature, University of Calcutta, Kolkata 

The text Shrimad-Bhagavad-Gita has been translated, re-told, explained 
and interpreted in different languages for centuries. Shrimad-Bhagavad-Gita has 
attracted the attention of several ancient and medieval teachers who wrote 
commentaries and glosses on it in Sanskrit. Translation of the Gita into Indian 
vernaculars and foreign languages is also not a recent phenomenon. Poet 
Jnaneshwar is the first one who explained the Gita in Marathi. In the Mughal 
period, the Gita was translated for the first time into a foreign language, Persian 
by Emperor Akbar’s minister Abul Fazal and his brother Faizi. Indologists of the 
18 th century set a new trend in the Gita literature with Charles Wilkins’ translation 
into English in 1784. 

In order to study the translations, commentaries and interpretations - 
generally considered as target texts - a focus on the source text is a prerequisite; 
to analyse and appreciate the translations, it is important to know how the source 
text is being received by the translators. It must be kept in mind that each and 
every chapter of the text Shrimad-Bhagavad-Gita ends with a note where the text 
is referred as Upanishad, Brahmavidya as well as Yogashastra. There is a 
continuous debate regarding the classification of the Gita. Some scholars refer to 
the text as one of the Prasthana-Traya, whereas the others regard it as an integral 
part of the Mahabharata. 
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This paper wants to focus on the multiple positions the text Shrimad- 
Bhagavad-Gita occupies and the impact of this on its various translations. 

35. An Introduction to Balavimshathi stotra

Stotrakavya have a unique place in Sanskrit literature. This branch/genre 
has been important since pre-historic times. Even most of the Veda mantras are 
considered to be stotras.

Immediately 
he called some villagers to note down the slokas which were he was going to 
construct. He constructed nearly 500 slokas. That slokas were noted down by the

people at that time. He has written 512 slokas on Goddess Srikmaksi. They are

divided in 5 Satakas i.e. 5 Adhyayas.
